The DemocraU 
of Benton and TIppab and Martball 
imilialily ivrorc il It.

Washington, Aug. — .More and 
more the Impression prevails in the 
National Capital that when Governor 
Cox called upon President Wilson at 
the White House be handed Senator 
Harding a certificate of election. 

The gene 111 b'-ll'-f prevails here 
th.it the country had already made up 
Its mlud to repudiate the Presid'-nt. 
His anvgance toward those differing 
with him In opinion, bis specious pro- 
mises ot four years ago about keep- 
ing this country out of war, his Ideal- 
istic and ImprartlcaMo notions about 
.Mexican and Kuropein affairs, his 
flirting with Socialism while flaying 
nolshevisra, the general ibcontpeten- 
cy and waste of his Admlalst ration, 
and his eftorto to prerent t/ay slltht- 
est protection of AmerleSB Interests 
In the League of .Nations covinai^i. 
had compiotely estranged great aiass. 
«S of the peopl " he 1) niocr-iMc 
convention, it was thought In Wash- 
ington, had put forward its moat 
promising candidate In that he was 
supposed to be somewhat utagonistle 
to the Wil.son a.^condency over the 
Drniocratic party and had not been 
nominated by the friends aad follow- 
ers of the President. 

Hence tbe White House Tialt and 
the subsequent Utterances of the two 
men came like a bombshell. Public 
opinion was thereby denied. Cox tied 
himself to a dead horse, politically 
speaking. In so many words lu> de- 
clared that he would uphold the po- 
sition of the Prealdent la regard to 
' he league and all other matters, that 
the Preaident'a fight was bis fight. 
The Prefident let it be known that 
the Coa atttude was eminentl.v s.itis- 
factory to him. 

Many Democratic members of the 
House and Senate were dismayed and 
dumbfounded. Some among them 
said Cox could do no more In the be- 
ginning of the campaign than stand 
by the Democratic President and the 
Democratic Administration. Thes,; 
privately expressed the opinion, af- 
ter be had made this initial move and 
made sure of a united party^ that be 
would gradually break away from tbe 
absurdities and unAmercan ism of the 
Chief Executive's position and assume 
a more independent attitude. Ilepub- 
lican members of Congress laughed at 
this. They said Cox had burled hlni> 
self bayoad rasunreetloa by his aa- 
neeessarlly taking oa 'the load of 
Woodrow Wilson, whom the country 
repudiated in 191S and is ready to 
repudiate again. 

But both Republigan and Democru- 
tifi. members showod a disposition to 
wait. They wonld see what offoct 
the visit bad on the country. They 
would see what Cox said In ii:s speech 
of acceptance. They found that the 
'ountry reacted unfavorably to the 
President, as was to have been ex- 
pected. And they fonnif that che ae- 
ceptaace spNseeh only aecentuatod the 
alliance between Wilson and Cox. 
They took the position and still hold 
to it that Co.\ is not fighting his own 
battle but that of Wilson, and that 
if Cox should be successful at the 
polls ho wonld'earry on the ideas anJ 
raetboda of Wllaoa aad not of Cos.

Washington, Sept, S — Valesa Fed- 
eral action Is taken during the cur- 
rent fiscal year concerning Fed- 
ei.il Mid in road building, the resulting 
ur.cerlaltity as to the future of this 
work will seriously handicap Ken- 
tucky and numerous other States aad 
eaose the entire road bulldiag pro- 
gram to suffer a aerlovs setback. 
Thomas H. MacDonald, chief of the 
Uu.-;'an ot Pnlilic Iloads of Ih'^ I)e- 
partnient ot Agriculture, said today. 

"The last apportionment of Feder 
al funds to aid States In road con- 
struction under tbe existing Fsderal 
aid act, became available July 1," 
said Mr. McDonald. "This Is the 
larg .-t appoitionmen; yet certified 
under the Federal aid act, amounting 
to $100,000,000. 

"A deduction of 13,000,000 or 3 
per cent of the (nnda will be made to 
provide (or tbe expenae ot adtUals- 
terlng tbe Federal aid act by tbu De- 
partment ot Agriculture. The bal- 
ance of $97,000,000 will I « iivided 
among the States in proportii n to 
their population, area and milage of 
poat roada. The Federal allotmcnU 
to Kentucky on tbla baals amooat to 
ll.961.765.4S, of which |1.4e3.5!«.- 
!»7 conies from the apporl lon:ii"ut of 
the last Installment of the Mtlit i'.'d 
er.il appropriation, whiii' th^ leniajn- 
der comes from the last apportion- 
ment of tbe 1916 Federal approprta- 
tlon.
